[ grand things conſidered , Grammar, 
Exerciſe and Authors: Whereof the 

firſt is an [ztrodu®zor to the laſt , and the 
ſecond an Imitation of it, according to the 
Precepts of the firſt. And, as there is no- 
thing more neceſfary (not only toa perfect 
knowledge of tae Tongues, but of all 
Learning 1n general ) than Grammar: o 
there hath been ſcarce any thing in moſt 
Centuries and Countrys more variouſly 
purſu'd than it. Neither is it a thing (o 
contemptible, but that Perſons of Worth 
and Grandeur have been employed there- 
in; Witneſs the Zgyptian TFhiladelphas, 
(tor Learning the Glory of that Nation) 
who bluſhed not to Write his Znnwam Oui- 
«rg. And the Heroick Prince C harlemazr, 
(truly ſo Styl'd, for the Foundation of the 
Weſtern Empire) who wrote a Grammar 
for his own Subje&ts. And though our 


' Nation, before the Happy Conjundtion of

the Two Roſes, had few or none dextrous 
nn this Art; as if the Pens of rhe Learned 
had been ſufficiently employ'd, to Write 
CharaGters of the Blood, which was etfus'd 
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in that quarrel. Yet afterwards whole 
Squadrons (not to mention the Compllers 
of our Royal Grammar) appeared 1n the 
world. as Invet<1ate Champions againſt that 
[gnorance ; which the middle
